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Discussion of the References: 

U.S. Patent No. 5,763,557 to Sanduja et al. This patent 
discloses a graft of a polymer on to the surface of a film of 
cellophane by contacting the film with a solution of silver 
nitrate and an alkali-metal hydroxide and then contacting the film 
with a polymerizable monomer and a catalyst. The polymerization 
takes place directly on the surface molecules of the substrate. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,342,659 discloses similar techniques to 
those disclosed in the above patent. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,068,619 discloses the use of crosslinked 
cellulose fibers using 5% of dimethyloldihydroxyehtyleneurea as 
the crosslinking agent with 5% of a metal salt catalyst as a 
method to improve the elasticity of fibers in the wet state. It 
is noted that the crosslinked cellulose fibers by themselves 
absorb less liquid than uncrosslinked fibers. 

U.S. Patent No. 6, 033, 806 to Sugiura et al. This patent 
disclosed its use as a battery separator in a method entailing 
cleaving diol units using an oxidative agent and then crosslinking 
the diols using an acetalization reaction. This is necessary in 
order to render the normally water-soluble polymer into a water- 
insoluble polymer. Crosslinked polyvinyl alcohol, however, tends

to have a higher electrical impedance than cellophane.
